John Jacob Astor Dead.

New York, Feb. 22.—John Jacob ! 
Astor died this morning of heart fail- 
ure. QMr. Astor complained yesterday 
nadie of feeling unwell, but in the 
evening he went out to dinner. Soon 
after he returned he beeame so ill that 
the family sent for Dr. Fordyce Baker, 
and when he reached the bedside he 
found his patient already dying, hardly 
any pulse being perceptible. Astor 
continued to-sink slowly until 4 o’clock 
this morning when he died. There 
were present at the death bed Wm. 
Waldorf Astor and a couple of other 
relatives. 

John Jacob Astor was the eldest gon | 
of the late William Astor, and a grand- | 
son the original John Jacob Astor 
who founded the fortunes of the fam- | 
ily. He was the head of the third 
generation of the Astor family. He 
was born 65 years ago, and in 1875 
his father died, leaving John Jacob a 
two-thirds sai of his estate, valued | 
at $200,000.000. 

During the Civil War Astor went to 
the front and served with credit as 
aid-de-camp to General McClellan. 
He is succeeded by an only son, Wil- 
liam Waldorf Astor, who was Minister | 
to Italy some years ago.

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The Railroad Debts. 


The Senate Committee on Pa.|, 


cific Railroads, consisting of Sena- 
tors Frye, Dawes, Hiscox, Davis, 
Platt, Morgan, Butler, Hearst and 
Turpie, bas agreed upon an elalo- 
rate scheme for refunding the 
debts of thesubsidized roads. The 
conditions of the bill bear much 
more severely upon Union Pacific 
than upon the Central Pacific. The 
former road is to pay off its entire 
debt.to the Government in fifty 
years, with interest in the mean- 
time at 3 per cent. The latter is to 
have seventy-five years for pay- 
ment, and the interest required is 
to be only 2 per cent. Moreover, 
the Central Pacific is to pay only 
half of the regular amount of inter- 
est during the first ten years. 

The Examiner, in commenting 
upon the above, has this to say: 
~ “Of course the difference be- 
‘tween the treatment of the two 
roads is based on the difference in 
their earning capacity. The Gov- 
ernment does not demand what it 
thinks they ought to pay, but what 
it thinks it can get. The Union 
Pacific is prosperous enough to 
pay 8 per-cent. and accumulate a 
sinking fund sufficient to pay off 
its debt in fifty years. The Cen- 
tral Pacific is not, and if it has 
many more snow blockades it may 
never be. 

Considering all the ¢ireum- 
stances, the committee’s plan ap- 
pears fair to both parties. The 
Government would gain. ynder it 
by the improvement of its security. 
If the terms are accepted the mort- 
gage will be extended to gover all 
the branches of the subsidized 
roads as well as the main lines. 
The roads would gain by the re- 
duction of interest, the abolition 
of uncertainty and the extension 
of time. The Atchison has just 
issued $230,000,000 of new bonds to 
cover $150,000,000 of old ones. It 
has felt justified in d« ‘ng so by the 
reduction of interest charges and 
the certainty that 1s given to its 
future circulations. And yet it 
has bound itself to pay 4 per cent. 
on its regular, and 5 per cent. on 
its income bonds. The Central 
and Union Pacific should not find 
2 and 3 per cent. burdensome. ihe 
interest on tbe Central Pacific debt 
will be only about half a million 
dollars a year for the first ten 
years and a million thereafter. 
There ought to be no trouble in 
raising that. 

We trust the companies will ac- 
cept this settlement, and thus take 
this long dispute out of politics. 
That the Union Pacific will accept 
it is almost certain. The Central 
Pacific should be as reasonable, es- 
pecially as the terms offered to it 
are 80 much better. 


One hundred and fifty-eight 
years ago to-day was born one of 
America’s greatest sons, His child- 
hood, boyhood and early manhood 
were not much more than that of 
thousands of American youths of 
to-day.

ended it March 4, 1797, among the 
most eminent of the nation, he was 
pre-eminent. “First in war, first 
in peace, first in the hearts of his 
countrymen,” is Washingtou’s eu- 
logy. None —— has a been 
written of any man.

It was 4 
balmy bit of spring dropped down in 
the middle of winter. It was a perfect 
breathing spell, a time for the blood to 
run wore healthily in the veius. 
Warm sunshine, mild breez9s and a 
cloudless sky ebased away all linger- 
ing memories of influenza and a high 
death rate and set the children looking 
for dandelions in the frost-bleached 
grass. 

Perhaps it was the winter’s mardi 
gras. Perbaps the cold winds and the 
snow and the delayed ice crop will 
have their innings vet. But hope 
and the oldest inbabitant persist in be- 
lieving that the ground hog was right 
when he prophesied an early spring.

A VESSEL HEAVING TO. 


A Nautical Operation Fraught with 
Great Danger. 


The Perils of a Storm on the Ocean—Lay- 
ing Aloft in a Howling Breeze—How 
a Ship Weathers a Gale—Cut- 
ting Away the Masts. 


The operations of ‘‘heaving to,” per- 
formed by nearly every sailing vessel 
caught on the coast during the recent 
storm, is never resorted to by merchant 
vessels until it becomes absolutely nec- 
essary. The momenta vessel is ‘‘hove 
to,” says the New York Times, she be- 
comes practically stationary, the object 
being merely to |keep her ‘‘head to the 
seas.” Among the many vessels caught 
outside during the gale was every type 
of craft known to ‘‘deep-water voy- 
ages.” There were East India clip- 
pers, West India brigs, barks, barken- 
tines and schooners, and a few steamers, 

Many of the East India packets had 
beén out over one hundred and twenty 
days. For many days prior to the 
storm the sky had been overcast. Only 
occasionally would the sun appear, and 
then for so short a time as to render 
even a& catch “sight” well nigh out of 
the question. In consequence many 
ships had been running by ‘‘dead reck- 
oning,”’ making the supposed position of 
the vessel a most uncertain one. 

Under such conditions were vessels 
overtaken by the terrible northeaster. 
Wind and sea aided each other in mak- 
ing navigation perilous, the seas threat- 
ening at every moment to roll over on 
the decks of the fleeing vessels. Some 
craft, perhaps better able to stand the 
seas, held on, steering on a supposed 
true course for port. In laying off this 
course the base has been taken from 4 
supposed true position of the ship. In- 
stead of sighting the entrance the look- 
out is heard calling: ‘‘Breakers ahead!” 
To one unacquainted with a seafaring 
life the horror which accompanies such 
a sound beggars description. Letit be 
night time and the horror is increased. 
There is but one thing to do, and 
that quickly—to call: *‘All hands save 
ship!” , 

The vessel is on a lee shore, the gale 
is blowing her right on, and unless she 
can be made to beat up in the wind, 
head off and clear the coast, she will 
beach. Up comes every body with a 
rush, half-dressed, .half-dazed, but fully 
alive to the danger. The moment the 
seamen reach the deck the cutting wind 
makes wide awake all hands. 

‘“‘Hand down the helm! Let fly the 
head-sheets, lee head and main, and 
weather cross-jack braces! Spanker 
sheet!” As fastas the orders fly from 
the bridge the men jump to theirstations. 
Round comes the great ship and up into 
the wind. The head sails flap with 
tremendous force, threatening to fly out 
of the leach ropes with every roll. Now 
the spanker is being hauled a-weather. 
She feels it, and, as the stern flies off, 
her head comes right up into the mass 
of seething waters. 

‘*‘Round in the lee head and main and 
weather cross-jack braces!” Already the 
men are at their piaces, and up come 


|the weather yard arms into the wind. 


The vessel is now broadside to the seas. 
It is a question of life and death 
whethershe will stop. If she but con- 
tinues tocome up all well. A drag has 
been got over from forward. To it is 
bent a hawser leading through a quarter 


ship. On to the hawser jump the crew, 
Away they go with a crash. The drag 
hawser is run right to the bows, and at 
the same time the bowcomes up rapidly. 

Nota moment too soon. A great sea 
the next instant lifts the ship high into 
the air. Haditcaught her ‘broadside 
to” it would have plunged tons of green 
seas upon the decks. But the great 
craft’s bow has met it. She rose as the 
wave advanced and plunged heavily for- 
ward as it rushed under her. 

Now is the time to catch her. Sharp 
up go the yards from the head and main. 
The head sheets are hauled well aft, 
the helm carefully tended, the spanker 
eased up slightly; the ship feels the 
canvas, Small as the amount on her is; 
she reaches forward, staggers for a mo- 
ment, then slowly works her way off 
through sea after sea. As soon as she 
is far enough out to sea the vessel is 
brought up into the wind, off comes the 
foretopmast staysail, foresail, foretop- 
sailand spanker. A close-reefed main- 
topsail and main spencer alone hold her 
up, and all attempt to fall off is coun- 
teracted by the position of the rudder. 

Should the wind still continue to in- 
crease in violence the topsail “will be 
goose-winged. This latter sail is kept 
on as long as possible because of its be- 
fing above the waves. Under a main 
spencer alone the ship has but little op- 


ity to feel the wind, the waves 
leant

Business from Ten P. M. Until Dawn— 
A Pretty Fair Lunch for Five 
Cents—Walking Cafes. 


Acting on the factsgiven him, a Chi- 
cago News reporter selected Detective 
Morgan Thomas, of the Harrison street 
station, and at eleven o’clock started 
out to explore this paradise of intiner- 
ant cooks and restaurants on wheels. 
At the hour when the West and North 
sides were silent in sleep the levee was 
a lively scene. The usual throng of 
painted women, white and black, alleged 
sporting men, with ‘barber-pole pants, 
bill-poster shirt-fronts, and dance-house 
neckties, were to be seen.

Around the corner of Polk street and 
Fourth avenue appeared a swarthy lit- 
tle man. He carried 4 small folding 
table beneath one arm, and. in the other 
hand he held what looked like a hotel 
consomme boiler. It was made of cop- 
perandit shone likeafull moon. He 
cried in a sing-song voice: ‘‘Hash and 
wieners, gut wurst.”

It was not until the negro quarters 
were reached that the night cook was 
seen in all his glory, with his little 
movable stall, where he displays appe- 
tizing roasted tidbits of chicken, opos- 
sum, corn and sweet potatoes.

shapes flitting about their ovens in the | 


darkness, now and thencrying: ‘‘Come 
on, brethren, an’ partake obde feast. 
Choice cuts heah. All yoh wants fer 
two bits.” 

A great many well-dressed white men 
stopped to geta lunch of chicken orsweet 
potatees. These cooks are patronized 
all night long. Not a sign of their 
booths is left by daylight, for as dawn 
appears they pack up and go home. 
“Those fellows just making a meal of 
chicken legs, toast and sweet-potato 
sandwiches are actors,” said the officer. 
“These lunches save them time and 
money. On their way to their rooms 
they take a bite and satisfy the inner 
man with choice dainties at a small 
cost.” 

Leaving the darker portions of the 
levee, and upon reaching State street, 
the itinerant night-cook is supplanted 
by the all-night restaurant. These 
itinerant merchants do not like the 
lightest streets, because their custom- 
ers are found only in the darker streets. 

“Speaking about variety actors as 
‘ham-fat song-and-dance artists,’” said 
a theatrical manager, ‘‘I think the man 
who first called them by that name must 
have seen them about midnighton the 
levee, getting away witb a plate of eggs 
and ham just prepared by onewf these 
nigbt-cooks.” 

These cooks know every tough and 
bad characterin the locality, and very 
eften supply such men with the only 
meals the latter get when in hiding 
from the police, so they are very often 
used to advantage by the police as stool- 
pigeons. They are a necessity in this 
locality, and if they were prohibited 
from doing business every rounder 
would strike.

DERIVATION OF CHICAGO. 


The Name Seems to Come from an Indian 
Term Meaning Skunk. 

A. F. Chamberlain writes this in 
Notes and Queries, on the derivation of 
Chicago (Vol. iii., p. 273). The usual 
etymology given for this word is that 
adopted by Lacombe (‘‘Dict. et Gramm. 
de la Lamyrue des Cris,” (1874, p. 706): 
‘Chicago (Cris) pour: chikak,. ou, sikak, 
betepuante, putois, qui au locatif, fait 
chikakok;” Cuog. (‘“‘Lexique dela Langue 
Algonguine,” 1886, pp. 88, 89): ** Chicago, 
pour chicacong, a la bete puante;”

McLean (‘‘the Indians; Their Manners 
and Customs,” 1889, p. 23): ‘‘Chicago, 
from chicag, a skunk;” Petitot (‘‘En 
Route pour la Mer Glaciale,” 1888, p. 
80): **Chicakouk, en hilline un trou de 
putois, est, de fait, un bien sale nom, 
ma foil pour unesi belle ville;” Captain 
Kelton (‘‘Indian Names of Piaces Near 
the Great Lakes,” 1888). . 

Dr. D. G. Brinton (American Anti- 
quarian and Oriental Journal, Vol. xi., 
p. 68) says: ‘“*This popular etymology 
is worse than doubtful. In Chipeway 
tchikakam (in which the final syllable is 
a nasal, sounding to English ears like 
an obscure 0), means simply ‘near the 
shore,’ and this is the real origin of the 
name Chicago.” 

Another suggested derivation is that 
given in the 1880 edition of *‘Chambers’ 
Encyclopedia,” from an Indian word, 
meaning ‘“‘wild onion” (in Algonkin, 
cikakiwack; Ojebways, shegauguhwunzh).

Horrible Fate of Four Sailors on the Sol- | 


A letter from Captain Woodhouse, | 


who has charge of a trading schooner, | 


the Emma Fisher, belonging to Messrs 
Kelly & Williams, of Sydney, was re- 
ceived in town yesterday, giving brief 
particulars of the perpetration of some 
further atrocities on traders, and the 


practice of cannibalism by the natives | 


of one of the Solomon Islands. The par- 
ticulars to hand are that the Emma 
Fisher had fallen in. company with the 
schooner Enterprigg, of Sydney, from 
which it was gleaned that the boat- 
‘steerer, an A. B. on board the Enterprise 
named Nelson, had been killed and

Islanders at the places periodically 
called at by the schooner Enterprise. 
From the information to hand it appears 
that the natives came off, as is custom- 
ary, from (it is believed) Hammond 
Island, near Rubiam, in the Solomon 
group, and represented that they wanted 
to dispose of some copra. 

Nelson and three of the native crew on 
board the Enterprise were thus induced 
to land in the schooner’s boat, and pro- 
ceeded up to the village at which the 


| copra was reported to be stored. 


While in the act of stooping to pick a 
handful of the copra up, Nelson was, it 
is stated, felled by a blow on the back 
of the head from an axe or tomahawk, 


‘‘boys” could regain the boat they were 
similarly massacred. The bodies were 
roasted and eaten. 

The letter received from Captain 
Woodhouse further mentions that her 
Majesty’s ship Royalist had visited the 
group, and Captain Hand, upon hearing 
the particulars of the murders, shelled 
the villages at which the perpetrators 
were reported to have taken refuge. 

The letter also contains particulars of 
the trial and sentence of a Solomon 
Island chief named Johnson, the native 
name Sono. Johnson was taken some 
time since by the Royalist for the mur- 
der of a European belonging to Sydney 
named Thomas Datelle, and various in- 
quiries have been made as to what had 
been done with him. From Captain 
Woodhouse’s letter it is ascertained 
that after fully investigating the 
charge against the semi-civilized savage 
Johnson was taken to Motu and there 
hanged. As to the continuous outrages 
committed by the natives of the Solo- 
mon Islands, some inquiry was made 
recently from one or two of the old 
traders who are at present in Sydney. 

Captain Cable, a well-known ship- 
master, trading out of this port,. says 
that skull-huntingis as ripe as it ever 
was with many of the tribes. He also 
mentions as an incident in point that 
a number of ‘“‘boys” (natives) in the 
employ of white men, on the occasion of 
the massacre, and who were presen’ 
when the murdered men were rin 
a Christain burial, protcsicd amon 
themselves that they should be per 
mitted to use the bodies for food. 
Cannibalism, according to all that can 
be learned, still exists toaterrible ex- 
tent, and the cruelty and barbarism 
still perpertaed by the natives among 
their own people is reported to be al- 
most incredible at some of the islands 
in the Solomon group.—Sydney (Aus- 
tralia) Herald. 
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The March of Civilization. 

Perhaps no more significant evidence 
of the onward march of civilization 
could be afforded than the lighting by 
electricity of the paiace of the guikwar 
of Barola, in India, and. that, too, on a 
scale of unstinting splendor. ‘The inte- 
rior is lit with 215 sixteen-candle-power 
incandescent lights. ‘Lhe large hall is 
illuminated with two large twelve-light 
electroliers, made in’ bronze and lac- 
quered work, while the light is softened 
and diffused by dioptric shades. Single 
lights are also pendent from the ends of 
the columns of the gallery. In the nu- 
merous rooms are three and four light 
electroliers, made in a variety of designs 
to suit the surroundings. In the bed- 
rooms the mirrors have been specially 
fitted with brackets, which will admit 
of their being shifted from one room to 

another, and an electric hand-lamp is 
also provided, which can be moved about 
at pleasure. An important feature of 
the installation is the complete arrange- 
ment of switches and safety fuses, thus 
the overheating of wires’ and conseqnent 
danger from fire are rendered impossi- 
ble.—Chicago Herald.
